1 HE Committee, to whom it was referred to conſider of 
the Book, preſented to the Houſe upon Wedneſday the 
220d Day of December laſt, intituled, An Account of the = 
Contributors to the Lottery, directed by an Act of Parliament, paſſed 
in the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, intituled, An Act for e of 


« the Muſeum or Collection of Sir Hans Sloane, and the Harleian 


*« Collection of Manuſcripts ; and for providing one general Repo- 
« fitory, for the better Reception, and more convenient Ule, of the 
* {azd Collections, and of the Cottonian Library, and the Addi- 
* tions thereto; and to report to the Houſe, what they ſhould 
find material in the ſame; have, purſuant to the Order of the 


Houſe, examined the ſaid Account; and agreed to the following 
Report | 


Upon entering into this Examination, your Committee found 
it neceſſary to call for the original Books of each reſpective Re- 
celvet, containing the Names of the Contributors to the Lottery;

which being produced accordingly, the Receivers, and their 
Clerks, were ordered to attend, to explain the ſame. 
And it appeared, upon the Examination of Mr. Edward 

Jobnſon, Clerk to Mr. Lebeup, That the Names of Contribu- 
tors for 5,824 Tickets had been entered, by Mr. Leheup, in his 
Book, before any Entry made by his laid Clerk, and before any 
Board of Receivers had been held: 

That on Saturday, the gth of June, at the Firſt Board of 
Receivers of the Lottery, ſeveral Perſons belonging to the Ex- 
chequer attended, and beſpoke Tickets, and were entered in the 

Book by Mr. Lebeups Order: That he filled up many Receipts, 
| . for the 14th of June, with the Names of Perſons, who 
had beſpoke Tickets, and which Names he took from the Book : 
That the 14th of June was the Day then fixed upon for open- 
ing the Subſcription; and the Hours appointed, from Nine to 
One; and ſo to continue from Day to Day. 
And, being aſked, Whether any Liſts were delivered in on 
the preceding Saturday; ſaid, He was not certain; but believed, 
there were: That he had received, that Day, 80 J. for Contri- 
butions, entered in the Names of Six Perſons, for their Firſt 


Payment; but was ſure, no Receipts were then given: That he at- 


| tended at the Lottery Office the 14th of /une, by Six of the Clock, 


or ſoon after, by the Order of Mr. Leheup : That the Receivers 


began to receive Contributions immediately after he came: That 
they cloſed taking in Subſcriptions after Eight of che Clock in the 
Evening that Day: That, abouc Two of the Clock the ſame Day, 
the Croud of Perſons, in order to contribute, was ſo great, that 
it was apprehended, the Seats in the Office would be broke down: 
Seeing this, Mr. Lebeup made a Speech to the Croud, telling 
them, If the Doors were locked, they ſhould be ſupplied with 
what Tickets they wanted: The Doors were then locked; and 
the Perſons then in the Office were in general ſupplied with Re- 
ceipts by about Five of the Clock: 

Thar they had nor Time to caſt up their Books: Cannot ſay, 
where they ended that Day: That, upon caſting up the Books, it 
appeared, that the Subſcription was not full: That he was pre- 
ſent on Thurſday at the Caſting up: Some he, and ſome Mr. Le- 
teup, caſt up: That they had not Time to caſt up as they en- 
tered: Thai there were 10 or 12,000 Tickets contributed for at 
his Seat the next Day: 

Says, The Date 15 June, in the Margin, Fol. 117. is Mr. 
Leveup's writing: According to which Date, your Committee 
obſerve, That there was then contributed for, in his Depart- 
ment, 26 9363 and, the Receipts of Mr, Leleup's whole Depart-

ment amounting to 46,1147. there muſt have been reccived on 
the Friday, in his Department, above 19,000 J. by Ten of the 
Clock in the Forenoon; or otherwiſe the marginal Noe, Fol. 
117. of the 15th June, muſt be a falſe Entry. 
Mr. Jobnſon, being further aſked, What was the Meaning of the 
f marginal Notes, „Nesbitt's ends,” and © Wright's ends,” in Fol. 
116, and 117.; ; ſaid, He apprehended, it was the Lift Mr. Nesbitt 
brought! in: Said, That Mr. Leheup told him, He would be there 
very early on che Friday: That Taylor Courtman, in Fol. 118. 
was the Firſt Name taken on Friday Moraing, about Five of 
the Clock: That the Receivers declared the Lottery to be full 
ſoon after Ten: Thar, on the 14th and 15th of Jane, ſeveral 
Liſts were given in; ſome large ones, by Bankers; ſeveral for 
7 or 800 Tickets; fome larger : — Received thoſe Liſts from va- 
ri0us Perſons; Porters, and others. 
And, being aſked, Whether, on the 14th and 1 5th of June, . 
he faw Receipts delivered to the Contributors ; taid, He be- 
lieved Mr. Leheup delivered them with the utmoſt Impartiality : : 
That Bankers Liſts were taken, and entered the next Day, and 
| Receipts delivered out ſome time after: Believes Mr. Leveup caſt 
up the Books, after adding the Bankers Liſts. 
And, being aſked, Whether, upon the Caſting up, it ap- 
ed, that the whole Firſt Payment was advanced; he an- 
fwered, It did not: That there were many Defaulters: Perſons. 
deſired their Names to be put down, but did not inake their 
Payments by the 25th of Fuly: Believes, it might amount to 
4, 5, or 600 J. but appreherds, Mr. Lebeup would not give 
Credit to People he did not know: Suppoſes the Deficiency was 
made up by Mr. Leheup: That Mr. Let eup, in general, received 
the Money; and marked the Liſt, on the Back, Received: 
Said, That there were Receipts iſſued to the Amount of Fo T7 
which were not entered in the Book. 
And, being aſked, How that happened ſaid, Mr. Leben had 
given him ſeveral Litts, all marked © Received,” to che Amount 
of 705]. That he filled up Reccipts from thole Liſts, and gave 
them to Mr. Leheup, imagining, they were entered in the Book: 
That, on ſome of thoſe Receipts coming in, to be exchanged 
for Tickets, the Miſtake appeared ; and 5555 on examining the 
Liſts filed, they found ſome had not been entered: All rhe Lifts, 
taken in at the Office, were filed. 
Mr. Lebeup, during the whole time of receiving Contribu- 
tions, put Bank Notes in a Drawer; a. id ſaid, © I believe 1 have 
* more Money than I ought to have: And, after he had paid the 
Money in at the Bank, taid, I with there is nor to me Miitaxe 
B : « ſer

for I have more Money than I ſhould have :”— And, being 
aſked, How the 705 /. was ſupplied ; ſaid, He could not tell: 


That the non- claimed Tickets he looked upon to be ſuch, as 


were entered in the Book, and no Payment made; forfeited 
Tickets, ſuch, where the Firſt Payment was made, and the Se- 
cond Payment not made before the 26th of Ocfober : 

The marginal Notes in the Book preſented to the Houſe, as to 
the Forfeitures, were taken from a red Croſs in Mr. Leheup's 
original Book; which was to ſignify the non- claimed and for- 


feited Tickets, as Mr. Leheup told him: That he diſtinguiſhed 


the 60 forfeited Tickets by a Liſt Mr. Leheup gave him, from 
which Lift he (Joh] wrote the marginal Notes: 


That, at firſt delivering Tickets in Exchange for Receipts, 
| they did not mark Days of Delivery, but marked a black Croſs 


in the extreme Column. 


Whereupon being aſked, If the black Croſs was to expreſs tho 


: Delivery of Tickets, whence comes it, that there is both a red 
Croſs and a black Croſs againſt the Name Jon Benſon, in Fol. 21 ? 
ſaid, He could not anſwer. 


And, being aſked, How it came, that Mr. Leheup "WP a greater 


Number of — in his Book, chan the others; ſaid, Mr. 


Lebeup attended later and earlier than them, and c can diſpacch 3 


great deal of Buſineſs. 


* Your Committee then proceeded to examine Mr. Leben: 


And, being aſked, What Method he purſued in king! in Con- 


tributions, he gave the following Account: 


At the time the Act and Scheme were known, I hacks it 


my Duty to promote the Subſcription as much as I could ; and 


more lo, as every-body ſeemed to deſpair of the Succeſs —1 did 


l to accommodate Gentlemen as much as I could. 


I took down the Names in the original Book, which was the 
only Entry——As ſoon as any Name was in that Book, I looked 


upon it as concluſive in me to give thoſe Tickets. 
No Perſon, who was put down in that Book to have Tickets, 


was afterwards refuſed, to my Knowlege, if the Firſt Payment 


was offered me before 25th of Fuly. 
I think the Names before the Name of George Fox Lane, 


Page 54. were taken down without Money betore the 14th 
June, unleſs ſome few, to accommodate them. 

I ated according to my Judgment: I took no Money before 
Bonds were gwen—1 had no Intereſt, but to accommodate Gen- 


tlemen It has been the conſtant Method in the Lotteries I have 
been Manager | in, to deliver Certificates in Exchange for Tickets

I frankly own, I was told by the Speaker of the Houle of 
Commons, that no-body was to have above Twenty Tickers; and 
that there muſt be no Liſts I repreſented the great Difficulties ir 
would put the Receivers to, and that Foreigners could not come 
in, if no Lifts; nor People from Ireland, nor People in the 
Country I repreſented very ſtrongly, this Lottery would want 
all manner of Encouragement to be given to Subſcribers—— 
Speaker told me, © Sir Jobn Barnard and I have warranted to 
the Houſe, no-body ſhall have more than Twenty.” I was going 
way, and the Speaker ſaw I was diſpirited, with reſpect to the 
| Succeſs of the Lottery: This was the Day the Act paſſed, or the 
Day before). Speaker ſaid, © I tell you, for your Comfort, I hear 
Mr. Nesbitt, from Ireland, has Commiſſion for 1,000 Tickets.” 
——T then did tell People about Offices, I was under Difficulties 
about taking in Liſts; and defired ſeveral People not to bring 
me any: Some People then gave me Names, without any Liſt at 
all; ſo many for one, and to many for another; and brought 
different Names, upon different Slips of Paper — The great 
Bankers, who applied, I thought, might have Occaſion * a 
great Number of Tickets, by Commifftion «© © 
When I found there were theſe Subterfuges, I thought, one 
thing became the Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, and an- 
other thing became a Clerk lt gave me inexpreſſible Concern 
not to be able to comply ſtrictly with Mr. Speaker's Declaration 
to me of the Intention of the Act Upon which I read the Act: 
I thought, I was expoſed to Complaints on both Sides; but there 
Was no going back: I had accepted the Office, for which I was 
very forry— 1 thought the ſafeſt Side was to ſecure 100,000 J. to 
the Publick : I was told ſo by moſt of my Friends As to the 
Intention of the Act, I thought, the Intention of the Preamble to 
the Lottery Part declared no other Intention in Parliament, than 
raiſing the Money—1 thought, by the Act I was obliged to te- 
ceive Money from any Contributors for as many as they aſked, 
not exceeding Twenty for any one Perſon——There was nothing, 
I chought could diſpenſe me from it, but Orders, Rules, and Di- 
rections, from the Archbiſhop, Chancellor, Speaker, or Two of 
them; and I had no Opportunity to apply to them jointly, from 
the Hurry and Confuſion that followed — And I thought, it 
would be an indelible Reprodch to me, to loſe the Filling of ſuch 
a Lottery, by putting Contributors under Difficulties, which! 
knew, every one could evade. I thereupon did tell People, they 
were to have but Twenty for themſelves; and the common An-

ſwer was, © What they aſked for more, was for Friends and Ro- 
« lations. ] had no Power to oblige them to take an Oath.— 
On the 14th, when the Croud came on, there was an End of 
-all Order, and Queſtions of-every ſott I was exceſſively eager to 
lay hold, of the Opportunity ; too eager— I worked beyond my 
Strength, in taking Money, and ſigning Receipts: It was the Firſt 


time I was ſo employed; and could not bear to fee People faint- 
ing, from the great Croud, without giving all the Aſſiſtance 1 


could il found the Office was too ſmall, but was too late to re- 


medy it—--If I would aſk Queſtions, it was only augmenting the 
Croud, and endangering the filling the Lottery; for I muſt ob- 
ſerve, that I knew at that time, that there were a great many 
Iriſh Lotteries going on — I was apprehenſive, in Holland and 
France Lotteries would be grafted on ours; and, though I ſaw a 


Croud To-day, I doubted, we ſhould have it the Morrow. —Ar 


about One of the Clock that Day, no Gentleman would have wiſhed 


himſelt in my Place for 150 J. which was my Parliamentary Al- 


lowance: People broke in upon me; above me, behind me, and 
be fore me, and in at the Windows, with Ladders; the Partitions 
of my Deſk were broke down, while I lay expoſed to be plun- 
dered of all my Money, which was quite open——My Seat in 
the Office was next the Door, and took up the whole Bottom of 
the Room il then got up, and told the Gentlemen, there was 
no going on; but, if they would, one and all, agree to keep the 


Door ſhur, and not to go out after they were ſerved, till the 


Croud was diſſipated, I would undertake, every Man there ſhould 
be ſerved. This was about One of the Clock; when, if I had a 
mind to diſcourage the publick Contributions, we might have an- 
ſwered ſhutting the Doors, and fetving none of them.—Then_ 


Proclamation was made out of the Windows, That no more 
would be ſerved that Day; but believe, they were all ferved—— 


About Two or Three of the Clock, ordered Doors to be ſhut; and 


we fell to caſt up our Books, in general, as well as we could; 


but not exactly, but by guels—-Some Names that had been given 


in, and the Money received for them, I carried to enter at home, 
and therefore could not tell, what my Amount was——The more 
Money we received, the more Merit'we thought we had. —We 


did not ſo ſhut the Office, but chat a great many Perſons found 


means to get in, by the Meſſengers, or otherwiſe; and they de- 
ſiced us to take in their Names: I ſtill, as to myſelf (being eager 
to fill the Lottery) took a great many of thoſe Names in the 
Afternoon Others I put in my Drawer, and told them, I be- 
lieved, I had taken more than my Quota ; but believe there is 
toom among the other Gentlemen, and I will do what I can. —The

next Morning, I think I was there before Six: I ſaw ill a great 
Craud continue: I then thought prudentially, as there was no 


Diſtinction of Perſons, no Poſitbility of examining Perſons, no 
Poſſibility of comparing the Four Receivers Accounts, to ſce if 


One Perſon did not receive in Two different Books (One Perſon 


was complaining he was robbed) that if by refuſing One Porter 


with Twenty Names, I made Twenty Perters come with One 
Name each, I only augmented a very dangerous Croud; I there- 
fore went ahont diſpatching Perfons as faſt as poſſible ; and this I 


did without Diſtinction of Perſons, or any Preference to Friends or 
Strangers I ſent, about Ten of the Clock in the Morning, to the 


other Receivers, to know how their Account ſtood (this was on 
the Friday) and found by the general Report, which was brought 
by the Meſſengers, the Lottery muſt be about being full —My 
Power was no greater than any other Receiver's; bur I ſent Word 
by the Meſſenger, by way of Advice, that I thought they ſhould 
take no more——[In about an Hour or Two the other Gentlemen 


brought me Account how their Account ſtood; and I then 
found, that there was not Room for ſome Perſons Names, which 


had been left in my Drawer the Night before, and which had 
never been entered in my Book, and which I had put off enter- 
ing till tae laſt, becauſe I wanted to get rid of a very dangerous 


There Quota's came our, that my Share was 46, 114 L.; 


from which Moment I was anſwerable to the Publick for that 
Number of Tickets; let the Price have been what it would, I 


muſt have made it good, and let the Price have been ever fo 
low.-—The next Day we carried a great deal of Money to the 


| Bank——not all we received; becauſe I thought One Day would 
not make any Difference — great deal being in ſmall Notes —- 


Great Number of the Tickets, which had been beſpoke, were unpaid 
—defired ſome Gentlemen, I knew, to come another time, when 
the Hurry was over It was all paid, within a Week after, into 


the Bank l toad middle Van: I attended myſe'f, or my Clerk 


for me, till the 25th July; after which Day we could take no 
more Firſt Payments Don't know, that any one Perſon, whoſe 
Name had been ſer down in my Book, were refuſed chem, till 


after that Day, if the Firſt Payment had been made, or offered, 


before — ] found there were a good many left, much more than 


l expected: Some had applied to other Receivers; becauſe, finding

an open Subſcription, they went where it was readieſt, without 
making any Claim upon me — Some declined taking them —— 
I remember particularly applying to my Lord Barrington, laying,

vant to me, and told me, if it was no — to me, be 
bad rather be without them. 

U remember telling Sir George Lyttelton he had beſſ poke T

Sir George told me, my Lady had got them upon another Liſt, 
and I might do what I pleaſed with them. 


My Account perhaps, from the great ** may not be ſo 
exact. 


I poſitively told my Clerk, chat n no one Perſon was to have more 95 


than Twenty Tickets. 


After which, being aſked, Whether he bad iſſued Receipts be- 
fore the 14th of June; ſaid, He deſired to be excuſed anſwering ; 
but that he did not iſſue Receipts before he gave Bond : 

That, on the 14th of June, he began taking Contributions, 
about Seven o'Clock in the Morning, and ended about Eight 
o' Clock that Evening: That, about One o Clock at Noon, the 
Doors were ſhut, and Proclamation made for the Mob to diſperſe: 

That he was at the Office the next Morning, before Six, and be- 
gan taking Contributions immediately: That the Lottery was de- 

 Clared to be full about Ten: That, upon caſting up Books in his 
Department, the Firſt Payment was not advanced by a great deal; 

a vaſt many People had beſpoke Tickets, who had not paid for 

them; believed, to the Amount of 7 dr 8, ooo J. but, as he had 


kept no Account, could not be certain: That he looked upon 


- himſelf as abſolutely anſwerable for the Deficiency : That the 
whole 100,000 /. was paid into the Bank by the 23d of June, 
and all, but 432 J. by the 21ſt: 
| That he did not receive the whole Money Jag Tickets be- 
| ſpoke, before he completed his Payment at the Bank: He made 
up the Deficiency-out of his own private Money: 
That, in reſpect to the forfeited Tickets, and how diſpoſed of, 
| he referred to the Account preſented to the Houſe ; a Copy of 
which is hereto annexed in the Appendix, No I. 
That he figned his Bond on the Saturday Morning before the | 
14th of June; but did not recolle& in what Sum: That he, be- 
gan to take down Names of Contributors to the Lottery, a good 
while before the Act paſſed; perhaps a Fortnight; and that, be- 
cauſe the Terms of the Lottery were looked upon to be ſo diſad- 
vantageous, as to make it doubtful, whether chere would be any 
Lottery at all. 
And, being aſked, How he how, that hs ſhould be a Re- 
ceiver; ſaid, It was from Diſcourles with Perſons, who were

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concerned in compiling the Bill, and after that he heard, Sub- 


ſeriptions were not to be taken in at the Bank. 

And being again aſked, Who he diſpoſed of the forfeited T k- 
ets to; ſaid, To make up a particular Deficiency ariſen : — Can't 
tell particularly to what Perſons ; but faid, they were delivered 
the laſt Day. : 

And being aſked, How he could kose, the Tickets would be 


forfeited; ſid, He anſwered every Receipt he ſigned, and muſt 
make good every Defi- iency; but admitted, he had diſpoſed of 
chem on or before the 26th of October. And being aſked, Whe- 


ther he bought any Tickets, to make up the Deficiency ; taid, 
No. 
And being aſked, How, out of 460 non-claimed and forfeited 


Tickets, he could ſupply 705; * faid, He believed, there were 


more non-claimed, than he had need: 
That he made the red Crofs, after the Ae was ordered 
to be laid before the Houſe, to diſtinguiſh, what Tickers had been 


belpoke, and not claimed. 


And being aſked, Why a red and black Croſs to the ſame. 
Name; faid, Thar, as ſoon as the Contribution was full, Re- 


ceipts were all made dut, ready to be delivered to ſuch as came 
1 to claim them: 


That they were put in a Bundle, and indorſed with the Per- : 


ſons Names they belonged to: 


The black Croſs is a Mark of exchanging Receipts for Tickets; 
all the Receipts, that were left, were exchanged for ſo many 


Tickets, which remained in his Cuſtody, in lieu of the Re- 


ceipts: The Exchange of the Receipt is the Delivery of the 5 
Ticket. 


And then being aſked, How Tickets ak be exchanged, cd 4 


not claimed, at the fame time; he ſaid, That, from the Begin- 


ning, he entered every body's Name in his Book, who beſpoxe 
Tickets, in the Courſe they beſpoke them; and, when the Quora 


woas ſettled, that each Receiver was to anſwer, he looked upon 
' himſelf as anſwerable to the Publick for all the Tickets ſet down 
in that Book, and bound to pay 3 J. to the Publick for each of 


them; and had paid for them before- hand, to accommodate 
Gentlemen: 


That, when the 25th of July came, he no longer looked on 


himſelf as anſwerable to thoſe who beſpoke them: That he ex- | 
changed them for Tickets, and kept them in his Cuſtody, till he 


found out, he had figned more Receipts than he knew of; and 
then he kept the Tickets, to anſwer ſuch Surplus, ——

Being asked, If he could aſſign any Reaſon, why ſo many Tic- 
kets were not claimed ; he again mentioned what had paſſed with 
regard to Lord Barrington, &c. as before-mentioned ; but gave 
no other Reaſon: Said, He put down no Names as Contributors, 
without being applied to for that Purpoſe. 
Being asked, It Sir Charles Mordaunt had applied for Tickets; 
ſaid, He believed, he muſt have applied to ſome Friend of his. 
Being asked the Meaning of the Circumflexes in his Book; ſaid, 
He. apprehended, it was to refer to the Perſons, who had Beſpoke 
Tickets: —Admitted, That the Advertiſement in the Gazette was 
put in by his Order, as One of the Four Receivers. 8 
D pon this, the Committee read the Advertiſement in the Ga- 
Sette of the gn. pt June; which is, as follows: | 
Lottery Office at the Exchequer,

„The Receivers of the Contributions to the Lottery for 
Zoo, ooo J. granted by Act of Parliament paſſed Anno 1753, give 
Notice, That they have appointed this Office, wherein to re- 
ceive, purſuant to the ſaid Act, the Contributions for the Pur- 
chaſe of Tickets in the ſaid Lottery, of Three Pounds each 
Ticket; whereof One Pound to be paid down, and the Re- 
mainder on or before the 26th Day of October 1753: And 
that Attendance will be given here on the 14th Initant, from 
Nine till One in the Forenoon, for that Purpoſe; and fo con- 
tinue conſtantly every Day, Sundays and Holidays excepted.” 


Ard alſo Two Clauſes in the Lottery Act, Page 346. and 
Page 355: ... 88 
Whereupon Mr. Leherp, being asked, Whether the Advertiſe- 
ment was repeated in the Gazette, ſaid, He did not know; but 
that it was repeated in other Papers ſeveral times: That he 
thought the Advertiſement of the particular Day a Work of Super- 
erogation, the Act of Parliament not directing, that any certain 
Time ſhould be fixed; and the Reaſon of his fixing a Time was, 
| becauſe he thought it for the Benefit of the Service; yet ima- 
gined, that, by the general Words of the Act, that ſays, at 
any Time or Times after Bond given,” he was juſtificd. 
And being asked, Whether he conſidered himſelſ as an Officer un- 
der the Act, who was ta obey the Directions or Regulations of it; 
he ſaid, That he did look upon himſelf as ſuch an Officer ; bur 
thought, that, when an Act of Parliament is pafled, and unfore— 
leen Caſes and Events happen, which might defeat the whole 
= 3 declaied 
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declared Intention of the Act, it was the Duty of an Officer 70 
comply, as much as was poſſible 1 in che Howe of Things, with 
the Directions of the Act. 
And being asked, What unforeſeen Accidents happened, to 
make him take in Subſcriptions before the Time mentioned in 
the Gazette; ſaid, Becauſe he knew the Receivers were confined 
to a very ſmall Place, the Lottery Office near the Exchequer ; 
where it would be impoſſible to do the Buſineſs, without Con- 
fuſion and Hurry, if the Lottery was to fill. 

Being then asked, How the Lottery Otfice came to be named;

Being asked, How many Subſcriptions he took in before the 
Day, in order to moderate the Croud ; ſaid, He did not take any 
Subſcriptions, before he had given Bond, and his Commiſſion was 
ſigned; but chat he took down a great many Names before the 
Da 
And bales asked, Whether he had any Admonition, with re⸗ ” 
ſpect to the Intention of the Act, from any Gentleman employed 
in drawing it up; faid, He had already acquainted the Com- 
mittee, what a certain great Perſonage had told him; and was 
extremely ſorry, it was not in his Power to comply with all _ 
Directions. 
Being next aſked, Whether be was confalted about the AQ, 
while it was framing ; ; ſaid, He was employed as a Clerk, in 
writing out the Bill: That he never attended the Committee of 
Gentlemen: —Admitted, he did make a Draught of a Bill; but 
was no-ways originally privy to private Perlons being appointed, Z 
inſtead of the Bank, to receive the Money. 
| Being asked, Whether the exceptionable Parts of this AR are 
not the lame as in his Draught; ſaid, He really could not tell; 
but knew, the Bill underwent tome Alterations. 
Being chen aſked, Whether he took in no Subſcriptions: before 
the Day, but from particular Gentlemen, to accommodate them; 
ſaid, He was extremely glad, when any body offered to fub- 
{cribe ; and, if the Lottery had not filled, thould have made a bad 
Figure here, if any Gentleman ſaid, he had not taken his Sub- 
 {criprion ; That he belicves, in general, after he had given Bond,

he took in Subſcriptions from every body that offered, before the 
14th of June: And added, That, relying upon the Candour of 
the Committee, he very freely declared, that he ſent a Letter 
to the Bank of England, to acquaint them, that he would at- 
tend, the Day before the Day fixed in the Advertiſement, to re- 
ceive ſuch Subſcriptions, as the Gentlemen of the Bank ſhould de- 
ſire, within the Deſcription of the Act: That he deſired a Clerk 
of the South Sea Houle to acquaint the Gentlemen of that Com- 
pany to the like Effect; and told him, the Reaſon was, to avoid 
the Hurry of the next Day: That the Directors of the Bank 
ſaid, They would have none at all. 3 PONY 
And being aſked, Whether he did this as his Duty, or as 
the beſt Expedient to fill the Lottery ; faid, That what he did, 
he apprehended to be his Duty. = ! 
And being aſked, Whether he did not think the Intention of 
the Act was to raiſe the Money by an open Subſcription ; ſaid, He 
did think ſo: That the Advertiſement could only mean, till the 
_ Subſcription was completed: That he attended the Firſt Day, not 
only from Nine to One o Clock, which was the Time advertiſed, 
but alſo from Morning to Night, the whole Day, publickly. 
And being aſked, Whether, by taking Contributions previous 
to the Time fixed, he did not turn what was intended to be an 
open Subſcription, into a private one ; ſaid, That he knew, there 
would be as many Tickets left, as could be poſſibly demanded by 
an open Subſcription on the Day advertiſed : That, from the 
Smallneſs of the Office, and the unprovided Caſes in the Act, 
this was the beſt means of furthering the Intention of Parliament : 
That he thought, if a Gentleman came to aſk for Twenty Tick- 
_ ets before the Day appointed, that was an open Subſcription, 
within the Intention of the Act; eſpecially, as there was enough 
to ſupply. every body, who demanded them the Day advertiſed : 
Said, that he took down Names of Contributors, before the Act 
aſſed, for furthering the Service, and as a private Tranſaction of 
Fs own, as an Agent: That he ſaw no Perſons, demanding Tick- 
ets the Firſt Day within the Hours advertiſed, that were nor 
ſerved: That, on the Second Day, there were ſome, to be ſure. 
And being asked, Whether every body in the Kingdom had 
not a Right to ſubſcribe, on and after the 14th of June, till the 
Lottery was full; ſaid, Yes; and if he had been ſure the Lottery 
would have filled, believed, he ſhould have acted otherwiſe: 
That every body had a Right to ſubſcribe before the 25th of 
July, in caſe the Lottery was not before filled.

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Being asked, What he meant by ſaying, there would be Tic- 
kets enough left for the open Subſcription ; ſaid, Becauſe, if there 
had been a Croud to an extraordinary Degree, they muſt have 
ſtopp' d till the next Day: That he underſtood, the open Sub- 

ſcription was not for that Day only, but till the Lottery was 
filled: And yet, being asked, If he left Tickets enough for One 
Day's open Subſcription, he did not think he had done his Duty; 
he anſwered, Yes; if the Subſcription was within the Letter of 
the AR, as near as the Caſe would admit. ; 2 
And being asked, Why they gave ſuch ſhort Notice, as Five 
Days, for Contributors to come in; ſaid, Becauſe the Parliament

And then being asked, If he thought himſelf authorized to 
take in Subſcriptions before the 14th of June, why were all Re- 
ceipts dated on that Day; ſaid, Becauſe he thought it might look

And being asked, Whether, in common Courſe of Buſineſs, it 
was not uſual to date Receipts the ſame Day they are given on; 

ſaid, That very often, in a great Hurry of Buſineſs, it is diſpenſed 
And being asked, From whence that great Hurry of Buſineſs 
did ariſe, as to thoſe Receipts given out before the 14th of June; 
- ſaid, The Hurry of Buſineſs :--I did it to be looked on as a Tranſ- 
action of that Day; and did not think it material, whether dated 
that Day, or not, Fr 9 

Mr. Lebeup was then asked, How it came, that Mr. Joſepb 
Maſclary had Twenty Tickers in Fol. 25. Twenty in Fol. 50. 
and Ten in the Omiſſions of Entries; ſaid, As to the double 
Twentys, they were inſerted by Miſtake ; and, when diſcovered, 
One of the Twentys was not delivered: And as to the Ten, among 
the Omiſſions of Entries, apprehended, they were never taken 
out by the ſame Perſon; and when it was brought to him, thinx- 
ing it was One Receipt more than he intended to ſign, he put it 
at the End of the Book: That, as to the Name of Sir 7h 
Mordaunt, in the Margin, Fol. 3. he thought he had beſpoke

And being asked, Why he defired the Word © Liſt to be altered 
in his Narrative to © Names,” when the Word Liſt” appeared in 
his Book; ſaid, Becauſe he thought it might accuſe himſelf : That 
he made it a Rule in general, as near as he could, not to ry

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Two Liſts from the ſame Perſon : That the Reaſon, why he did not 
pay his whole Quota into the Bank within Three Days, as the 
reſt of the Receivers did, was, becauſe he really had not received 
all; there were a great many Gentlemen, who beſpoke Tickets, 
and had not paid for them, becauſe of the Croud : 'That he 
looked upon himſelf obliged to pay for them, if they did not: 
That, if thoſe Tickets were left upon his Hands, he thought 
he had a Right to diſpoſe of them. 8 e 1 
Whereupon being asked, If he looked upon himſelf as intitled 
to them, did he not conſider himſelf as a Subſcriber for thoſe Tick- 
ets? ſaid, That he looked on himſelf as in Duty bound to diſpoſe 
of them in ſuch manner, as the Publick ſhould receive no Lols: 
That the Right he acquired in thoſe Tickets was a compullive 
Right: Thar he apprehends, any of thoſe Gentlemen, who had 
not made their Firſt Payment, could have compelled him to deli- 
ver the Tickets, if they had applied before the 2 5th of Fuly, 
And being asked, Whether the Sums of 34,987 ; 75. 6d. and 
of 2883 J. 105. paid into the Bank on the 18th of June, was 
all the Money he had ar that time received; faid, It was all the 
Money he had received before Monday Morning, the 18th of Fune 1 
except ſome Draughts, and Bank Poſt Bills, which could not 
then be regularly paid into the Bank; and that moſt Part of the 
Sum of 8,2 43 J. 25.

James Menypenny, Eſq; another of the ſaid Receivers, being 
examined as to the Method of taking in Subſcriptions, ſaid, That, 
at the Firſt Meeting of the Four Receivers, they figned their 
Bonds, and fixed the Day for advertifing : That he iſſued ſome 
Receipts before the 14th of June, and took the Money at the 
time the Names were entered in his Book: That all the Per- 
| tons, whoſe Names were entered in his Book before the 14th of 
June, paid their Money at the time of entering their Names; 
and thoſe, who defired Receipts, had them; but that all his Con- 


libutions 
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tributions were taken in at the Lottery Office: That, on the 
14th of June, he began to take Contributions between Eight 
and Nine o' Clock; and believes, the other Receivers were all 
there before him: The Office was very full of People: That he 
finiſhed about Four or Five o' Clock in the Afternoon; refuſed 
no- body Receipts, who offered to contribute; gave no Orders for 
ſhutting the Doors; but ſomething was aid, If the Doors were 
ſhut, People within ſhould be all ſerved: That, on the 15th of 
Tune, he came to the Office about Eight o Clock, and with Dif- 
ficulty got up- ſtairs; and that One of the Receivers got in at the 
Window: That at the time he came, Mr. Lebeup was taking in 
Contributions; but is not certain, whether the other Receivers 
were there: That the rc was deelared to be full that Day, 
about Eleven of the Clock: 
That the Receivers, on the 14th in the 8 caſt up theit 
Books, and communicated to each other, how their Departments 
ſtood; but he does not recollect, that any Notice was given, at 
what time the Receivers would attend the next Morning: 
That he had received all the Contributions in his Department, 


5 and caſt up his Books, when the Lottery was declared to be full; 


and, upon comparing the Totals, Mr. Lebeup declared it to be 
more than full: That there was a great Hurry and Confuſion in 
the Office, and the Partitions were forced down. 

Being asked, How he could be ſo careful and exact in his En- 
tries in that Hurry; he ſaid, He took all the Care he could to 
be correct, and had the good Fortune to be ſo: 

That he put a Date to all the Names, at the time he delivered 
Tickets 1 in Exchange for Receipts, 

Being asked, By whom the Liſts, diſtinguiſhed i in his Book by 
the Word © Exchequer” wrote againſt them, were delivered; 
he ſaid, By one Williams, a Porter at the Exchequer, who told | 
him, = were Liſts from Gentlemen of the Bank, who deſired 


to ſubſcribe: 


That no Agreement was made by the "JE as to the re- 
ſpective Quota's of Receipts; but all agreed to attend, and take 
what they could: And that he did not underſtand himſelf to be 

anſwerable, by his Bond, for the other Receivers. 

Being asked his Reaſon for taking Subſcriptions before the Day 
advertiſed; he ſaid, Mr. Leheup propoſed to meet on the I 3th; 
and they all agreed to it, to accommodate People : 

Thar the Firſt Day they met at the Office was the Saturday 
preceding the 14th; when he received Contributions for about 
One hundred Tickets; but only took in the Names, and I 
8 Ccieive 
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ceived the Money: That he did not receive any Liſt of Contri- 
tributors Names from any of the other Receivers. 
Being asked about the Advertiſement ; ſaid, He did not know 
when it was put in; that being left intirely to Mr. Lebeup, be- 
cauſe he was more uſed to publick Buſineſs than the reſt of the 
Receivers; and therefore the Forms were left to him: That he 
(Mr. Monypenny) paid into the Bank the Whole of his Receipts, 
for the Firſt Payment, on the 18th of June, at One Payment. 


Mr. Richard Devin, Clerk to Mr. Monypenny, confirmed Mr. 
Monypenny's Evidence in general; and further ſaid, That on the 
14th the Hurry was very great; notwithſtanding which, Mr. 

Monypenny and he entered Ferions Names from Lifts, and deli- . 
vered Receipts, and obſerved Regularity as much as poſſible ; and 
that he never did any Buſineſs, but when Mr. Monypenny was pre-

And being asked, How many Names the largeſt Liſt might 
contain; ſaid, For about Five hundred Tickets; which Liſt was 
brought by Williams, the Exchequer Porter: That there were 

ſevetal other Liſts for One hundred Tickets, or upwards: That 
they did not ask thoſe Perſons, from whom they came: That the 
Office was ſhut on the Thur/day, about Seven o' Clock in the 
Evening: That they took in Contributions till that time: That 
many were received on the Tueſday or Wedneſday; perhaps 1,600, 
or more; and none were refuſed, that came to the Office thoſe 
Da” FAY PROT. 
That, on Friday the 15th, about Nine o' Clock in the Morn- 
ing, Mr. Lebeup called to Mr. Monypenny, and the other Receiy- 
ers; and ſaid, He believed, the Lottery was full: Upon which 
they immediately caſt up Mr. Monypenny's Department, and found, 
they had delivered Receipts for 12,868 Tickets: And Mr, Leheup 
. ſaid, The Lottery was more than full; and that they mult be 
obliged to cut off a great Number: But that he did not know 
what Mr. Leheup meant by ſaying ſo. 3 Y 


James Poſtlethwayt, Eſq; another of the ſaid Receivers, ac- 
quainted your Committee, That he was nominated but Five 
or Six Days before the Act was carried into Execution; and was 
never ſummoned to attend, or conſulted with, till the Receipts 
were printed off, and the Advertiſement ſent to be inſerted in the 
News Paper : That Mr. Leheup appointed all the Receivers Clerks ; 
and he did not know of the Advertiſement, till the Saturday 
Morning of the Day it was publiſhed: NAN 


That 
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That he took Subſcriptions for a few Friends, who applied to 
him before the 14h of June, and received ſome Money on the 
Saturday before; but made no Entry in his Book, only took a 
e for his own private Satisfaction; and that he 
iſſued no Receipts before the 14th of June, except Two or 
Three, which his Clerk had in his Cuſtody ; and he directed his 
Clerk not to iſſue any before the 14th of June. 

That Mr. Lebeup, on the Saturday before the 14th, a og 
the Receivers, in what manner they ſhould proceed; and 
poſed taking Money, and iſſuing Receipts, that Day; and Tt 
he ſaw Mr. Lebeup at that time taking Contributions: That he 
never heard of any Apprehenſions from the Receivers, or others, 
with reſpect to the Place named, or of the Croud, that might 
come on the Thurſday : That he knew nothing of the Place till 
named: 
That, on the Day fixed for caking in Subſcriptions, ſeveral _ 

People ca.ne-with Liſts, whom he knew; and were extremely 
deſirous, that he would take their Money, and that they might + 
call for their Receipts afterwards; in conſequence thereof, he 
wrote down many Names in a Pocket Book, to be afterwards en- 
tered: i 

Tnat, when the Lottery was declared to be full, he had re- 
ceived all 11s Firſt Payments, except for Receipts for about 2 
or 300 Tickets, delivered to Gentlemen of his Acquaintance, 
whole Names he offered to mention; and which were paid for 
in a few Days, but not till after he had paid all his Quota into 
the Bank; and that he received no Liſts of Subſcribers from any 


of the other Receivers. 


And being aſked, Whether the Act was read on the Saturday, 
at the Board of Receivers; ſaid, It was not formally read ; but 
that they looked at One or Two of the Clauſes: That they 
found the Method of proceeding chalked out; the Receipts be- 
ing ready printed; and the Books ready prepared, where the 
Entries were to be made: That he does not know of any other 
Directions, nor by whom the Books were ordered: That he a 
prehended, the Receipts were to be iſſued on the 14th of Fune, 


purſuant to the Act. 


Mr. Thomas: Evans, Clerk to Mr. Poſtlethwayt, laid, He at- 
tended for the Firſt time on the Saturday before the 14th of 
June; and don't recollect they took in any Subſcriptions then, 
but did on Tueſday and Wedneſday following; they refuſed none: 
The Books were ready prepared: That he does not remember, *

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Act was read; but that he copied the Advertiſement for the Ga- 
zette : That Mr. Poftlethwayt and he were not interrupted by 
the Croud on the 14th (the Firſt Day of opening the Subſcrip- 
tion) nor did he hear any Speech made to the Croud, he being 
at a Diſtance : That they continued filling up Receipts, and taking 
Money, till between Eight and Nine in the Evening of that 

Day: That he came to the Office on the Friday Morning, the 
15th of June, before Eight o'Clock ; and, between Ten and 
Eleven, one of the Meſſengers went round, and inquired of each 
Receiver, How the Numbers ſtood: Upon which, Mr. Lebeup 
ſpoke firſt, and declared the Lottery to be full; and then the

Thomas Mulſo, Eſquire, another of the ſaid Receivers, in- 
formed your Committee, That the Firſt Contributions he took in 
was at the Office, on the Saturday before the 14th of June: 

That the A& was not read at the Board; neither did they- 
proceed much upon their own Judgments ; but left the Method 
to be ſettled by Mr. Leheup, who, they thought, was employed 
before them, as he had ſettled ſeveral Things before-hand: That 
all the Clerks were apointed for them ; the Books, and printed 
Receipts, were ready provided; and apprehends, Mr. Leheup ap- 
pointed his (Mu//o's) Clerk; but that he was a very good one: 
That the Method Mr. Leheup propoſed, was, that they ſhou'd 


take different Seats, and procced immediately to receive any Mo- 


ney that was offered; which they acquieſced in: That Mr. Le- 
heup mentioned advertiſing the Subſcription for the Thur lay fol- 
lowing; in which the reſt of the Receivers acquieſced: —That 
he delivered out no Receipts before the 14th of June, except 
Two, one for Two Tickets, and one for Five; and that Mr. 
Wilſon, his Clerk, told him, the fame Perſon brought the Re- 
ceipts in Exchange for the Tickets: That his Reaſon for not de- 
livering Receipts before che 14th, was, that he thought That the 
regular Time on account of the Advertiſement; and that he took 
down no Contributors Names before he received the Money: 
That he came to the Office on the Thur/day, about Nine o' Clock, 
and continued there till about Four or Five in the Afternoon; and 
then caſt up his Book, to ſee, if his Money agreed with his Account; 
and found it did: That he had received the Firſt Payment from 
every Perſon, whoſe Name was in his Book: That, on Friday, 
between Ten and Eleven o'Clock, Mr. Lebenp called out to the 
other Receivers, to know how their Departments ſtood; and, 
upon

upon their Anſwer, declared the Lottery to be full : That he 
(Me) received all the Money in his Department that Morn- 
ing, before he went out of the Office: 
That, on Thur/day the 14th, there was a great Croud, and 
the Partitions were broke down; he can't ſay, it was any Hin- 
drance to his Buſineſs : That he .was fully employed, and does 
not think, he could have taken more Subſcriptions in the time: 
That his Clerk (Mr. Wilſon) was a very good one; and thinks, he 
could have taken down as many Subſcriptions, as any of the 
others : 
That he had not any non-claimed Tickets in his Department; 
and did not know, till within a few Days of his Examination, 
what a non- chimed Ticket was; and thinks, it the Subſcribers 
had paid the Money, as their Names were taken down, there 
could have been no Tickets unclaimed : 
That the Circumflexes in his Book import the Liſts delivered : 
That he received ſeveral Liſts from Williams, the Exchequer 
Porter; and that he, or his Clerk, received all the other Lifts. 
Being aſked, Whether he reccived any Liſts of Subſcribers 
from any other Receivers; he faid, On Thurſday the 14th, he 
received fome, which, he believes, were firſt brought to Mr. 
Lebeup, who ſent them to him, becauſe he (Mr. Leheup) was 
buly ; but he always took the Money before he delivered Re- 
ceipts: 
That, previous to the 14th of Tune, he heard Mr. Lebeup 
ſay, He would lay any Money, the Lottery would not fill. 
Being aſked, Whether Mr. Lebeup propoſed any Method about 
filling the Lottery; ſaid, That Mr. Lebeup declared, It was right 
to take in Contributions on the Saturday : That he particularly 
deſired him to take ſome Contributions then: There was a Parcel 
of Names, and he deſired him to take them: This was on the 
Saturday: That he took them; and don't remember, he took any 
cher that Day; they were, in all, about 6 or 700: That he 
did {lightly object to it; and ſaid, It would be more regular to 
ſtay till 27 ur ſay, the Day fixed by A Advertiſement. 


Mr. Samuel Wilſon, Clerk to Mr, Math, —"J That he was 
appointed Clerk by Mr. Lehend 4 and had been employed in Lot- 
toric ever ſince the Year 1741: That Mr. Lebeup gave him the 

Adveriutement on Saturday the gth of June, between Ten and 
One © Clock ; and he (Vilſon) gave it to Mr. Brown, to be ad- 
vertiſed in the Gazette only once: That, on the Saturday, the 
Receivers ſigned their Bonds, and, he believes, took a few Sub- 


' ſcriptions: 
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{criptions: That he acted as Secretary to the Board on that Day; 


and that the Act of Parliament was not read, to his Knowlege: 
That the Sees in Mr. Mulſo's Book import Liſts: 
That ſeveral were brought by one Villiams, a Money Porter at 


the Exchequer: That he brought them all at once on che Thurſ- 


day Evening, and faid, they came from the Bank. 
Being aſked the Reaſon, why Mr. Mulſo diſpoſed of fo ſmall a 


Number of Tickets; he ſaid, That he was extremely flow and 
careful, and defired him not to enter any Liſts, till he had looked 


them over; though he thinks he was not more flow, than a care-- 


ful Man ought co be; for that Mr, Mulſo and he were ſo fully 
employed, that he had not time to enter the Liſts brought by 


_ Williams, the Exchequer Porter, that Night; but came to the 
Office at Three o Clock the next Morning, to get them entered, 


before Mr. Mulſo came; and that he is ſure, no one could have 
Wn = any conſiderable Number of Subſcriptions more than they 
Aid in the time; and that none were taken down as Contribu- 


tors, in Mr. Mulſos Department, who did not pay their Money. 


Your Committee, obſerving, that Mr, Leheup's Conduct had ” 


not only occaſioned great Irregularity and Confuſion in his De- 


partment, but that he had thereby likewiſe. engroſſed near One 


Half of the Contributions, were deſirous to be informed, from 


ſome of the Contributors before the 14th of June, in what man- 


ner he had taken in their Contributions; and what Premium the 


Receipts iſſued bore on the 13th, 14h, 15th, and ſubſequent, 
Days in June; ordered Mr, Peter Calmel, Samſon Gideon, Eſq; 
Mr. Solomon Da Coſta, Mr. Gabriel Lopez, and others, to at- 
tend. Your Committee, at their next Meeting, were informed 
by the Meſſenger, That he had been at Mr. Gideon's Houſe, and 


was there told, that he was gone to Paris: That he had ſerved 


the Orders upon all the other Perſons ; who were attending, pur- 


ſuant thereto. And thereupon, | 


Mr. Peter Calmel, being called in, informed your Committee, : 


That, on the Monday or Tueſday before the 14th .of June, he 


went to the Treaſury, and there had Receipts for 260 or 270 


Tickets delivered to him by Mr. Leheup, 20 in each Receipt : 


That the Reaſon of his going to the Treaſury was, that he 


ſometimes met Mr. Leleup at private Parties; and there, dil- 


courſing about the Lottery, ſaid, When the Subſcription was 


open, he ſhould be glad to have ſome Tickets: That, meetin 
Mr. Leheup in the Park on the Sunday before the 14th of June, 
he aſked him, If he continued in the fame Mind as to being a
